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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2 and 4-10 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The indicated allowability of claim 3 is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered reference 
to Annis et al. A rejection based on the newly cited reference follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Annis et al. 
Regarding claim 3, Annis et al disclose an electronic torque wrench comprising 

a main body 41 and a strain gauge 30, 35 mounted in the main body, the main body being provided 
with an opening to enhance flexibility of the main body and to increase deformation of the strain 
gauge, the main body 41 including a handle portion 40 and a drive portion located at a distal end of 
the handle portion, and the opening being extended through the handle portion and the drive 
portion of the main body and a whole length of the handle portion and the drive portion of the 
main body, the strain gage 30, 35 being mounted in the opening (See Fig. 3, Col. 3, lines 38 - 54).
